An article appeared in Bluckwood's 
Hagazine for June, entitled "American 
BeaBons for Peace," and bo far as wo 
can see, the arguments are nnanswcr- 
ablo. Oar object at this moment Is 
merely- to supplement » late leader in the 
OoLOMlBi in which we ennmerated cer- 
tain little Bums that stand to the debit 
oi Uncle Sam, and made it UDadvisablo 
on his part to preea the Alabama claims 
to a setilement. We have now another 
item to add to tlie liat : we refor to the 
Porlngnese claims iia stated in the lot- 
tor wbioh occompanies the artielo aN 
luded to above, lles-olntions wore pnssf^ 
in the United SmioB Hou^e of Ri! re- 
eutalivus on llio 7th of Auguat. JSoO, 
and tho I7lh Deceunbor iS51, requesi- 
iug Ml, Filnoro, then Prcsidont, to 
communioaie tlie pnrtieul'ii"'* ^^^^ 
eevotnl cliiifBs of tho United States 
againHt Portugal, cs well as the uiuouiu 
and nataro of tho eluima of Portugiil 
agaiosl the United Stall's. Mr. Filniure 
accordingly tranPuii tod a messngo to 
tbe Hou-io on the 28tti Jaomiry, l85'2 , 
acootflpanied hy all tho iieeofsary docu- 
ments, oxtenduig from so early a period 
as the year 1814. The claims of the 
Qnited States against Portuf^al have 
DO bearing on tbe point relating to the 
Alabama dirpute, but the claims of 
Portugal against the United States are 
BO nearly similar aa to deserve parii- 
cnlar mention. Page 165 of tbe Coo'- 
grassianiti roport ooatains tbe pith ot 
iho Portuguese claim. In 1816 Portugal 
was at War with iJuonos Ayres, and in 
that and tho following yeorti certain 
parsonH in Bultimore sud New York 
fitted out a nutnbtr of vessels as pri- 
vateers, and 80 ured the seas in search 
of Portugaeso morchautmen, a great 
number of which wore thus cnptnred" 
The Portuguese Aoibftssador laid tlio 
circumstances before tl>o Government 
at Wa>-bington, but he was !nforniod by 
Mr- John Quincy Adams, then Secre- 
tary of State, that tho American Govi 
eminent had done all that was possible 
in the case, and declined lo make comK 
pensation for aDythit;g tbat oc urred 
out of Ibeir immediate cogn'zance. Oo 
l&th October 1817. tbe Portogoese Am- 
baBSador informed Mr. Adams that 
a ship was fitting out in Mary 
land. Five days afterwards Mr- 
Adams replied thai if the Ambassador 
woBid farnish him with a list of the names 
of tbe persooB who were chargeable 
with a violation of tbe United States 
laws in fitting out and arming a vesssel 
within the United States for the purposu 
of corumitiing depredation upon Poriu- 
gaese cooamerco , and of the witnes.ses by 
whose testimony the chiirne could be sub- 
etantiated, dirocti ria would b« given for 
their prosocutiou before the proper tribu- 
nal. Of course the pirate f?ot iiwny with 
a great many otherH. In 18I9 tbe Por- 
tngoese AmbasBador was compelled to 
address the United States goveriiraotit in 
iu order to protest iii^ainst tiio liborty al 
lowed American vis.sols wh i wore prey- 
ing upon Portugaeso commerce; these 
▼essels might be seen any day in Bulti- 
more flying the fl.ig of the buccaneer Ar 
tegas who pretended to some soveroi<rn7 
in South America, when it was well kuciwn 
he did not hold a foot of sea shore in the 
Aoantry. Mr. Adams vouchsafed no rer 
ply and the Portogoese .govern n i.iit 
never received any compenaa'ion fur 
these impudent robberies, In 1850 the 
Portagaese goverument again attempted , 
through their Ambassador, to obtain a 
settlement of thene claims, and after a 
abort period of ifgo iation, Yr. Clayton,

The North Pacifie Railroad Company are 
in the field, and surveys of tho route from 
Lake Superior to Puijot Sound have been 
prosecuted for some time.

Lost I'roperty. 

In an imiDcnao city like London there 
must be innumerable objectu acoideiually 
lost thatlaliinto honost hands, and are not 
ol suiric'iont value to ranko it worth while 
for either losers or iindoi'.s to ndvorti25o 
tliom. Why, Iherofore, should thore not 
boa depot such as there exists in Puria, 
where honoHlly-dispoaed people, who 
are not cab drivers, omnibos condootors, 
or railway porters, may diserabarrast 
tbeinaeives of objects which thoy may 
have picked up in tlio iniblic streets or 
olsewhoro ? In Paris "liiidiii£;s are not 
keepings," and no less than from eigh- 
teen to twenty ihousuud objects louutl 
upon the pablic way are deposited by 
thefiaders at tbe depot in - question in 
course of tho year. If to those are add- 
ed more than an equal number of 
articles left in public vehicles and simi- 
larly deposited, it gives a grund total no 
less than from forty to fony.livo thou> 
sand objects which have fallen during 
the year into honest hands alone, which, 
if it says something of the carelessness, 
says infimtoly more for tho probity 
of our FarisiuQ neighbors. 'JMiese wuifs 
and strays are all stowed away with- 
in the prelocturo of poli e in an immense 
magazluo, wcioh forma a perfect bazuar 
of odds and cndB of the most hetoro- 
l^oneous cliarncler, every one numbered, 
ticketed, cla.'^Bed, and urriiuged in mar- 
vellous order, wailing lo be reclaimed 
by lawlnl owner. The room where 
all tbe mure valuublo objects are depo- 
sited coataiDB twelve largo presses lil'cd 
with watches, obaios, rouleaux of gold coin, 
bank notes, diamonds and jewellery of evoiy 
kind, and strange to sap, there are commonly 
in ihesd preascn uo less than twelve thousand 
unclidined articles. The general depot com- 
prisea nine lartjo rooms, furnithed from top 
to bottom with shelves like a iineodrapet's 
warehouse, upon which are piled objects of 
every shape, «ize, naturo and value — Cash- 
mere ehawls oiid eabote, band-organs and 
ariilicial llowers, kitchen ulengils and pocket 
bntjcbes ot keys ami cuirycombs, The cum- 
ber of objects in tho dejiol at one time is 
uPBally aDout forty thousand, any one nl 
which can be bid hands on at a momeol's 
notioc, Oaees, umbrellaa and parasols, or* 
dinurily figure at tbe depot to the number ol 
at leant Gfieeu thousand. All objects found 
m Paris upon the public way, il not re- 
claimed within a year, are banded back to 
Iho liiidcrp, who are required however to 
keep them for another two years and a 
day bclore tboy are legally entitled to dis- 
pose ol tbem. The marvellous part of the 
aDair ia that although ovory Parisian knows 
i)( the existence of this depot, and of the tenn 
o( thousands ol olijecta alw lys iyinc; there 
wailing owners, comparatively lew people 
take the trouble to make inquiriec alter ar- 
ticles they have lost. Edoh ibioka, as a 
matter ol course iliat bia property ia certain 
to have lail n into dishooeat baoda. In ad- 
,iiii)0 lo aay graiuiiias to tbo finders lolt by 
these who reclaim lost ariiclea at the dopoi, 
the prefect of police gives ppeoial reconi- 
penf^es. in meritorious cases, ranging from ISU 
franca downward?. These are generally 
awarded to drivers of pablic vehiclea. — Once 
a Week.
